This petition requested the 
Mayor and the City Council to 
build the Mulholland High Way 
under the 1915 Act, better known 
as the Municipal District Improve- 
ment Act. Under the provisions of 
this act a district is formed within 
the boundaries of which the citi- 
zens vote bonds, the proceeds of 
}which are used to bulld the high- 
way. These bonds mature in forty 
years. 

_UNANIMOUSLY FAVORED 

It is proposed to acquire a strip 
of land 200 feet wide, the right 
of way for as much as possible 
to be obtained by deeds of dedi- 
cation. It is not anticipated that 
it will be necessary to condemn 
much right of way. RBrorerty own- 
are are eager to favilitate the 
building ot the boulevard by ev- 
ery means at their disposal be- 
cause of the obvious value it will 
to their property. 

The movement for the construc- 
tion of this highway was launched 
during December of 1927. d the

IS CARRIED ON 


Many jects. Conducted as 
Private Enterprises 


Louisiana Man is Pioneer in 
Increasing Activity 


Association Formed be West; 
East Progresses 


“Many reforestation projects 
are being carried on in various 
sections of the country by private 
enterprise,” says the National 
Lumber Bulletin, “but so quiet 
a way that many, eV, of those 
in the lumber sines, have no 
idea of their extent.“ The public- 


ity department of t National 
Lumber Manufacturer Associa- 
tion has been making a study of 
this subject, particularly as re- 


lates to soft woods, according to 
the. Bulletin. and has athered 
the following information: 


SOUTH IS PIONEER 


The honor of being the pioneer 
in systematic, practical lumbering 
reforestation in the south belongs 
to Henry E. Hardtner of Urania, 
La., who Inaugurated it on a tract 
of 60,000 acres in 1913. This op- 
eration is so interesting that the 
Yale School of Forestry sends its 
graduating class there every year. 
“Every acre of the 50,000," says 
Mr. Hardtner, is growing timber 
at the rate of 300 to 6500 feet per 
acre per year. We will have a 
perpetual cut at Urania. We ex- 
pect never to stop running our 
sawmill there.” . 

Mr. Hardtner says the main ob- 
stacle in the way of private re- 
forestation is the taxation prob- 
lern. Forest land must be assessed 
during the growing period as bare 
land, with the main tax levied on 
the product when it is removed. He 
predicts that with taxes adjusted 
in that manner, millions of acres 
of lands in the South will be put 
under reforestation. In his own 
case he is carrying 25,000 acres 
under the special Louisiana Re- 
forestation Act, which Is substan- 
tially in the direction of sound 
principles of forest taxation. 

The Great Southern Lumber 
Company at Bogalusa, La., has 
definitely determined na policy 
of reforestation which will keep its 
big paper mills gGing perpetually. 
This decision matured. after Col. 
Goodyear, president of the Great 
Southern Lumber Company, had

Conditions generally are more fa- 
vorable to growth in our Southern 
States but Col. Goddyear points out 
that the costs of reforestation, plus 
interest on the value the de- 
nuded land, when compounded 
over the regrowing period “bring 
the total cost of mature timber to 
a sum that will not permit of the 
addition of taxes on the growing 
timber, if reforestation is to be 
made commercialjy practicable. 
Louisiana alone of the. Southern 
States has encouraged reforesta- 
tion and made it possible as a 
business undertaking.” He esti- 
mates that his company can grow 
20,000 feet of saw timber an acre 
in forty years, and that 200,000 
acres, well managed, will keep in 
perpetual operation ten hours a 
day what its said to be the largest 
sawmill in the South. 


. WEST ADOPTS POLICY 

The newly formed umboldt 
Redwood Reforestation Associa- 
tion of Humboldt county, Callfor- 
nia, is made up of operating lum- 
bermen who have deliberately 
chosen to administer their forest 
lands on the principle of regrow- 
ing timber as they cut it. One ob- 
ject of the organization is to wofk 
with the State and nation “in de- 
termining upon a definite refor- 
estation policy.” Still another ob- 
ject is to assist in the perpetual 
preservation. of a reasonable 
amount of old-growth redwood 
forest—the arboreal mammoths of 
America which will never be 
equaleti by the new growth. Hum- 
boldt county contains about two- 
thirds of all the virgin redwapd 
forests. 

Maj. David T. Mason, forest en- | 
gineer of Portland, Or., believes 
that the larger operators in the fir 
forests of Washington and Oregon 
will not long defer following the 
example set by the redwood men 
and that it may be reasonably. ex- 
pected that tite Pacific Coast ax a 
whole will gradually go into sus- 
tained lumber production. The 
rapidity of timber growth adjacent 
to the coast makes that region par- 
ticularly adaptable to reforestatio 
as a«paying business. 

Although western pine does not 
grow as rapidly as fir, the Shevlin 
Carpenter interests, of Minneapolis, 
recently announced that their great 
pine holdings in Oregon are to be 
lumbered hereafter on the princi- 
ple of sustained yield so that when 
the present stand of virgin tim ber 
has been removed. 1 the second 
growth will be ready for cutting. 


PROGRESS NORTH AND EAST 

Reforestation by private owners 
in the North and East is admitted- 
ly not so favored by nature as in 
the South and West, but in New 
England there is a growing area of 
reforesting land, especially for 
pulpwood production. 

Some timber owners in Wiscon- 
sin have recently made an investi- 
gation of the feasibility of refor- 
estation in that State as a commer- 
Although they 


well be a profitable enterprise for 


the government, which can get its, 
money at low rates, acquire its land 


at a lower vozuation and perhaps 
eliminate the taxation 
its equivalent. 
An interesting example of pri- 
vate reforestation and careful lim- 
@ering so as to save all young 
growth is that of Henry Ford on 
400,000 acres of forest land recent- 
ly purchased by him in Michigan 
and Kentucky. The lumber cut 
from these tracts is mostly hard- 
woods for use in 
his cars. For every car a 
needed, according to estimate. This 
means 2,000,000 trees a year. 
Growing timber as a business, 
however, will not attract capital or 
enlist the best quality of manage- 
ment on any large scale, the caun- 
try over, unless it returns divi- 
dends comparable to those of other 
activities of equal safety or hazard. 
With public protection against fires 
there will be a certain amount of 
natural reforestation, but managed 
reforestation is quite different.

TOKIO, Aug. 25.— The first in- 
ternational Sur.day-school associa- 
tion building in the world will be 
constructed in Japan toward the 
end of this yoar. The buliding, 
which is to be known as the Frank 
L. Brown Memorial, in honor of 
the late general secretary of the 
World's Sunday-school Associa- 
tion, will be a four-storied con- 
erete structure, to be erected in 
one of the most important sec- 
tions of Tokio. The site for the 
building has been already bought 
and the new memorial will be 
erected at a cost of 300,000 yen. 
Half of the money is to be raised 
in America and half in Japan. Dr. 
E. A. Sperry, vice-president of the 
executive committee of the World's 
Sunday-schvol Associadion, is in 
charge of the plans for raising the 
necessary funds in the United 
States. The snday-school Asso- 
ciation in Jara has already 138, 
000 and needs only 15,000 yen 
more. 

The temporary bullding that was 
erected to house the Nation’s Sun- 
day-sclool ociation until a 
permanent building was erected 
was burned down on the eve of 
the opening of the 1920 World's 
Sunday-school Convention, which 
that year was conducted in Japan. 
Japanese school cai:dren have 
contributed a large part of the 
funds through one-cent drives 
which were encouraged by their 
teachers.

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Nesds of Sick in Any Line 
Her Specialty

NEW YORK CITY, Aug 18.— 
Strange business projects which 
could not hope to struggle along 
in smaller communities thrive in 
this city. With nearly 6,000,000 
people in reach, there are chances 


for trade in some most unusual: 


specialties. Of all the persons and 
firms who have realized this and 
succeeded in turning their ideas 
to, profit, none is more picturesque 
than Mrs. Mary Hatch Willard and 
her Home Bureau. 

This bureau grew out df a pro- 
saic bowl of broth which a girl 
sent to a patient thirty 
years ago. oday she not only 
sells broth, custards and various 
foods for sick people ot the city. 
but she renders other services to 
— sick. Her porters’ transfer 
patients from one floor of a home 
to another, or from a house to a 
train. She sells medical supplies, 
and maintains rest rooms for in- 
valids. She said to be the only 
person who has ever specialized 
in some of these services and 
made a commercial success of 
them. Her bureau is generally 
described as unique. 

It is the service idea that ap- 
peals to the owner of this bureau. 
In thirty years she has never lost 
her enthusiasm for her business, 
becanse all the time she has been 
helping people. Whenever she has 
a new idea for enlarging the 
bureau it is based on the princi- 
ple that what one person needs 
and cannot get is likely to be need- 
ed by others as well. The bureau 
hastens to smooth out the dim 
culty by offering to provide the 
needed article ov service. 

This may seem an ordinary way 
of developing a business, but Mrs. 
Willard’s story shows that she has 
an unusual gift for recognizing op- 
portunity when it comes around in 
unobtrusive disguise. 


BOUND BY PRECEDENT 
The only time she hesitated to 


take advantage of an inspiration 
was when she started out on her 
career. That was in a decade 
when women did not work, least 
of all women of social standing. 
and this young woman was a 
prominent banker's daughter, Fi- 
nancial reverses came, however, and 
she faced the prospect of depend- 
ing on relatives through years of 
monotenous, economy-ridden 
existence. 

That was the conventional 
course for a girl to follow, but 
young Mrs. Willard kept thinking 
about the daring scheme of selling 
broth. As a debutante she had 
studied cooking, and concocted 
fancy dishes while other girls 
worked at muste or painting. Later 
she had become known among 
her friends for the delicacies which 
she sent to the sick. When a 
brother’s wife had typhoid, she 
made broth lary for weeks, 
because the cook’s efforts were 
not satisfactory. 

She had proof that cooks who 
were ordinarily skillful often could 
not prepare food that sick people 
coud eat. She reasoned that New 
York had many sick people, and 
very likely they had the same 
ey as her friends and rela- 
ves. 

Eventually the fatal step was 
taken, and a little kitchen and of- 
fice room downtown were en- 
gaged, though she had to sell some 
wedding presents to pay for the 
advance rent and for circulars. 

Broths were the standard food 
for typhoid patients and for many 
other sick persons, so the home 
bureau vertised only broths and 
jellies. B as the trade in broth 
slowly grew, customers began to 
demand fresh eggs, custards, and 
other food for the sick. The 
bureau met each demand and add- 
ed the article to the rapidly grow- 
ing list of. stock, : 


MET THE EMERGENOY 


Even when a doctor rushed in 
one day and said that he must 
have a stretcher, Mrs. Willard re- 
membered her business principels 
and calmly said of course she 
would get one for him. The doc- 
tor. had tried the hospitals. There 
was nothing for the bureau to do 
but buy a stretcher and rent it to 
the customer. The emergency pur- 
chase took all of the money in the 
coin box, but the stretcher was 
turned over to the doctor in less 
than half an hour. 

“Later,” she sys, “the stretcher 
was rented out enough to pay for 
itself several times over but it took 
all the courage I had to spend my 
last dollar’ for it that day.” 

The stretcher episode at once 
suggested the idea that other sup- 
plies could be sold and rented. 
Gradually as funds were available 
the bureau built up a stock of 
medical and surgical articles, 

A nurse came in another day 
and inquired whether anyone 
knew where work could be ob- 
tained. The bureau had come to 
know a number of physicians, and 
the name of a doctor who needed 
a nurse was recalled. That was be- 
fore nurses’ registries were cus- 
tomary. Mrs. Willard thought 


over the nurse's visit and started 


keeping a list of nurses and rec- 
ords of when each one was avail- 
able for a case. 

Other side lines were added as 
the demand for them was seen. 
Food for the sick; however, has 
always been the main specialty of 
the bureau. sae 

Success in preparing foods for 
invalids is largely a matter of 
simplicity. Spices, condiments 
and complicated recipes must be 
avoided, yet the dish must be ap- 
petizing. . Often the individual 
features of a case must be known. 
One patient may not be able to 
take food containing salt, while 
another is not able to eat a certain 
very ordinary vegetable. Hotel 
chefs and other cooks do not often 
understand these limitations and 
demands. Their cooking is either 
not simple enough, or it tastes flat 
and does not appeal to the patient. 


SPECIAL FOODS COOKED 
Because each case of illness 
presents its own pecullarities, and 


because so wide a variety of or- 
ders comes in, féw cooked dishes 
are kept on hand at the bureau. 
The refrigerators in the white- 
tiled kitchen contain only calt's 
foot and orange jelly, custard and 
puddings. Beef, mutton and chick- 
en broth are also kept ready for

Mrs. Willard's 
mother commented once that the 
bureau’s beef tea did not taste like 
the tea of her day. The proper 
way of making beef tea then had 
been to steam it. But out of the 
gallons of beef tea which have 
been ordered in the course of the 
-bureau’s existence only two orders 
for steamed tea have ever come 
in. The usual method of prepar- 
ing the tea now is to boll it slow- 
ly. This is said to eliminate prop- 
erties of uric acid which may re- 
main in the steamed tea. 

Whatever the dietetic craze, or 
the peculiar demand for service 
for the sick, Mrs. Willard fills the 
order without surprise. Her cus- 
tomers have included a great 
singer, a little dog with stomach 
trouble, babies that would not eat, 
and bankers with the gout. 

“It is a difficult business to be 
in, in a way,’ she explains. Peo- 
ple who come to us have sick- 
ness at home, and they want to 
tell us their troubles. That is 
sometimes depressing. But it is a 
life-saving business. That makes 
it worth While.“ !

TOKIO, Aug. 25.—Another col- 
lision between police and members 
of the Suiheisha, an organization 
of the eta, or Japan's pariahs, has 
brought the question of Japan's 
untouchables to the forefront 
again. The fight occurred in the 
precincts of the Courthouse, where 
members of the Suiheisha were 
about to be tried for the recent 
riots in Nara, when Japanese and 
eta people staged an all-night bat- 
tle. The commotion caused such 
apprehension that the local fire 
brigades were called out to stiffen 
the police, 

The outcasts number around 
2,000,000 and are habitually de- 
spised by the rest of the commun- 
ity. The problem is growing acuter 
every day, for although the au- 
thorities and the press are doing 
their utmost to instill isto the 
minds of the people that the eta 
are every whit Japanese subjects 
and should be treated as equals, 
still the old prejudice persists and 
a form of persecution is conducted 
against the. outcasts. 

A meeting of over 2000 of these 
untouchables demanded liberation

So- 
cialists are capitalizing the woes 
of these unfortunates and the au- 
throrities are realizing the danger 
of having a discontented, mutinous 
element numbering 2,000,000 souls 
in the community.

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CHAIRS FOR COMFORT AND GRACE 


VEN in this age of automobiles and 
cinemas, most of us have occasion 
now and to spend a quiet eve- 
ning at home. So it behooves those 
having the responsibility of furniture se- 
lection, to provide comfortable chairs for 
each «member of the family. We have all 
seen homes where this seemingly prime 
need had been disregarded, and where not 
a single comfortable chair was to be found. 
No wonder that the family takes itself off 
under such conditions. 1 
The trouble is that in the selection of 
furniture, appearance and an air of luxurt- 


should be provided with springs and cush- 
ions that are first class in every way. Now 
a chair may do all this and yet may not be 
comfortable for the individual who uses it. 
Naturally, a tall and angular person finds 
comfort in a chair that is quite different 
from that chosen by one whois well 
padded, though of limited stature. The in- 
dividual test, then, Is to be applied.

If it does not make anybody 
happy, out it should go. Personally, the 
writer thinks that many of the truly grand 
overstuffed armchairs that now preside 
over our homes would disappear if an hon- 
est test as to their comfort-giving qualities 
were taken. So, too, would those stiff and 
formal high-backed chairs that may prop- 
erly belong in a cathedral where the chas- 
tising of the body may be considered prop- 
er, but that have no place in a home planned. 
to make people comfortable. 


Proportion and Good Lines 
Make for Beauty 


NOUGH has been said to arouse a little 

interest, perhaps, in the chairs that 
dominate our homes. Let us consider next 
the question of beauty and appropriateness 
of design in the chairs of the period. The 
first thing to consider is the question of the 
proportion in the structure. The propor- 
tions of the height to the width, of the 
height to the depth and of the depth to the 
width are to be considered. If a chair is 
width, or too narrow, or 


he parts are well related, so that a

In scrutinizing a chair as a thing t 
the legs merit attention, as do the 


bé in harmony. This might be taken for 
granted were it not that in some quite 
good-looking chairs the legs are too heavy 
or too light for the seat and back and the 
cross-bars are in accord with nothing. 
The scrollwork, moldings and turnings 
often quite ruin a chair from the stand- 
point of beauty. Such details as these 
should not be accepted on trust, as fre 


| quently it is here that the manufacturer has 


shown poor judgment. As a rule, the less 
scrollwork and applied carving the better. 
Knobs and humps, convolutions and scrolls, 
are alike a nuisance to the housekeeper 
and a source of displeasure to the observer. 
Why have them? 


in an upholstered chair, the fabric used 
needs to de related to the shape and style 
of the framework. In general, where fra- 
gility and grace are the outstanding at- 
tributes of a chair, the upholstery should 
be neither course nor worked out in too 
large and striking a pattern. The exquisite 
silken damask favored by the French deco- 
rators the Louis XV and later periods 
was admirably adapted to that furniture. 
One criticism might be offered here, and 
it is that in some of the fine period chairs 
the damask seat or back carried a single 
motif too large for perfect harmony. Even 


design, the color may be out of harmony. 


In much of the good commercial furniture 
of today there are removable cushions. 
These should not be tufted, as tufting serves 
to catch dust and it certainly does not add 
to the beauty of the object.

| HIS same quality of being adaptable 
belongs to many of the types of woven 
chairs, from wicker and reed to the various 
Chimese grasses so much used. Now that 
many of these chairs come in color and in 
polychrome they have a new attractiveness.

Best Fitted For the Place 


HE flinois Republicans did not get 

around to choose their candidate for 
President until the 10th of May, less than a 
fortnight before the national convention 
was held. Why Decatur was chosen for 
that: convention I do not know, but there 
is a certain satisfaction in having it 80. 
Decatur, as we know, was where Lincoln 
had first landed when he came into II- 
nois—two or three times a year at leagt— 
after he was admitted to the bar, he had 
spent more or less time in the town. In 
scores of ways he was bound to its people, 
so that when the convention met in Decatur 
in May, 1860, he knew that he was going 
emong friends; but be knew well enough, 
too, that he was not going to a unanimous 
convention. There was a strong group of 
Seward men in the body, among them 
friends of his. For instance, one~of his 
oldest friends, O. H. Browning, with whose 
family Lincoln had been intimate since 
the early days in Vandalia, was doubtful of 
the wisdom of nominating Lincoln, and 
much preferred that Seward should be the 
candidate. It i interesting to recall that 
when the delegates to the Chicago conven- 
tion were being named at Decatur. and 
Browning’s name was up, Richard Oglesby 
urged him to disapprove of it: He refused.

Held anywhere else it would have 
been practically impossible to have had on 
the ground a large group of men pledged to 
Lincoln’s support, nor would it have been 
possible for them to have worked with the 
same self-assurance that they did in Chi- 
cago. 
Seward: Enemies and Lincoln's Friends 
Made His Nomination Certain 

IMMERED down; we can say that Lin- 

coln’s nomination for the Presidency in 

Chicago on May 19, 1860, was due, first, to 
William H. Seward’s enemies, and, second, 
to his own friends. The honor of engineer- 
ing the extraordinary effort necessary to 
convince a majority of the delegates, first 
that Seward could not be elected in Penn- 
eylvania, Indiana, Illinois and New Jersey, 
and secondly, that Abraham Lincoln could, 
belongs to Judge David Davis, on whose 
circuit Lincoln had long traveled and 
whose personal devotion to the man er- 
ceeded even his political conviction that he 
was the best candidate. In a letter written 
me some years ago by Judge John M. Scott 
cf Bloomington, I find this judgment on the 
Chicago work, and I think with those who 
have studied the operations of the conven- 
tion closest, this remains a sound judg- 
ment: - 


“Tt is the belief of many that that which 
did more than any one thing else to force 
the nomination of Mr. Lincoln after the as- 
“sembling of the convention was the per- 
sonal power and influence of Judge David 
Davis, and without which it is not thought 
be would have received the nomination. 
Judge Davis possessed unusual power and 
ability to control a body of men by forming 
combinations and otherwise, but most of 
all by the force of his personal character. 
He was present with the coming of the first 
members of the convention, and from that

asm which has never been duplicated in 
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tragedy because it was Seward's defeat. In 
their judgment the nomination was due him 
rot only because he had been so long the 
leader of the cause, but because of his er- 
perience, his training, his proved ability in 
public affairs. His rejection seemed a 
calamity to them. In the tremendous 
demonstration that followed Lincoln's se 
lection the distress of Seward’s supporters 
impressed even the boys in the crowd, as is 
told in the following story of the conven- 
tion by W. T. Norton of Alton, Ill. Mr. 
Norton had wormed his way to the boy's

In company with my roommate, I came 
down to witness the great convention on 
the last day of its session.

It is one of the landmarks of New York, 
and every visitor, before he leaves, must see the bridge 
or go back to his home in Ohio or Indiana or Kentucky 
and admit that he has failed to see one of THE sights 
of New York——or of the whole country, for that matter. 
The position of Brooklyn Bridge in the minds of pop- 
ular fancy is secure, for it was the first of its kind.

Greater bridges have been built and these greater ones 
have been surpassed by still greater ones. 
At present the Williamsburg Bridge across the 
East River in New York City has the longest center 
span of any suspension bridge in the world, but it will 
soon give up its supremacy and go down into the. list 
of also rans. The Bear Mountain-Hudson River bridge 
which is being constructed near Peekskill, N. Y., will 
hold sway as the greatest—for a time. This new struc- 
‘ure which will be opened about April, 1925, will have 
@ center span of 1,632 feet—32 feet longer than that 
of the Williamsburg Bridge. Its towers will rise to a 
height of 360 feet, while the height of the bridge span 
will be 155 feet—-20 feet higher than any of the bridges 
in New York City. .

Perhaps they 
never found it out; but if not, I cannot 
understand why. There wag lots of talk 
of several escapes from the prison grounds 
and the road camps. 


The warden himself took their fire with- 
out fliinching.. He went about his work, 
the. main part of which was the. construct- 
ing of State roads by the prisoners and the 
reconstructing of those prisoners them- 
selves. Whereas under the old order of 
things men when released from prison 
would e unfit for work; after a season out 
in the open air and sunshine under the 
new, they would be ready for doing a full 
day’s work equal to that of any other man. 
The warden made it a poirt to see person- 


at inst? 


ally that every released man secured em- 
ployment before he left the prison, and he 
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also had them to keep in touch with him 
by letter after they had gone. 

I myself kept those letters filed away. 
And among them were also scores of let- 
ters from the mothers, sisters, wives or 
other relatives of released prisoners who, 
due to the warden’s help in securing trans- 
portation for them, had gone to their homes 
in distant parts of the country, and were 
there making good. 


If the head of the institution was not 
greatly disturbed by attacks he was dit- 
ferent from some of us prisoners. For my 
part I was kept in a state of half terror lest 
the pressure would get so strong that an 
order would come from the capitol for the 
discontinuance of our sleeping outside the 
walls. 


“And one day that very order was sent 
down. I thought it would kill me to go 
back inside, and it was in reality much 
harder than entering the prison under the 
death sentence. My work on the outside 
continued though, and because of late hours 


out there I began to go to my rom occa- 


sionally rather than to go inside to sleep— 
and soon I was staying out again all the 

One particular effect of that criticism was 
to make the warden’s office redouble its 
efforts to recapture prisoners who had es- 
caped. And the efforts were effective to 


| the extent that before the end of 1918 all 


but two or three had been found in different 
parts of the country and returned to the 

With the coming of the last month of 
that year, I laid before the State board of 
pardons my application for a release upon 
parole or othérwise. My “fifteen years ac- 
tual time in the State prison” was not to 
be completed for a few months, yet I hoped 
the board would set a date ahead for my 
release. 

The pardon board met at the State 
prison in a specially prepared room next to 
the warden's office. That month’s meeting 
came on Saturday, December 21. It was an 


| \ all-day session and my case was called in 


the afternoon; then it was laid over until 
a few other minor cases were disposed of. 
At 5:50 pm.—I looked at my watch—1 
was called into the board room. The feel- 
ing as I entered that room was precisely — 
the same as the one I had known almost 
fifteen years before, when I saw the jury 
filing into the courtroom.

Paper Manufacture 
Important Industry 


* BAVING the cotton mills I went through 
several of the big paper factories run 
by the rapids, all of the machinery being 
operated by electricity. One of these mills 
was founded before our Declaration of In- 
dependence was signed. It is still using 
rags and it furnishes the paper for the bank 
notes for most of the bankrupt nations of 
Europe. It supplies book paper for En- 
gland and fancy writing paper for Paris. 
Some of the other mills are making wood 
pulp, and the town ships newsprint to Rio 
de Janeiro, Buenos 2 Yokohama and 
Shanghai. 


Finland is one ot the big paper supply 
points of the world. It sends wood pulp 
to all parts of the continent, and just now 
it is furnishing a great deal of paper to 
Russia, the establishment of the alleged 
freedom of the press having increased the 
Russian demand. The output of wood pulp 
now runs into hundreds of thousands of 
tons.

He 
knew no way of getting it. 

He happened to mention his predicament 
to the Rev. Abel C. Thomas, a good friend, 
who was one of the leading Universalist 
preachers of this country; Barnum was 
also an active Universalist, and the Rev. 
Abel C. Thomas lent him the necessary 
$5000. 

Barnum had never heard Jenny Lind sing, 
and he had never even seen her, since she 


nad arrived in London a few weeks after he 


left there with Gen. Tom Thumb; but he 
had heard of her singing and her person- 
ality, for both were objects of universal ad- 
miration abroad. In Europe she was the 
idol and the ideal of the moment, and 
whatever people she visited readily accept- 
ed her as a genius whose gifts they were 
happy and privileged to enjoy. In this 
country she was unknown to all except the 
few transatiantic travelers and those who 
read the musical notes from abroad. 

The contract with Jenny Lind was made 
six months in advance of the time she was 


to appear in America, and at first Barnum 


feared he had made a mistake in letting so 


long an interval elapse lest the public in- 


terest in the announcement should wear 


It happened that on the day the news of 
the contract became public he was in Phila- 
delphia on business and about to take a 
train back to New York. 


Thought She Was a Dancer 


NXIOUS to see how the announcement 


would strike a member of the general 
public, Barnum told the conductor, who was 
an acquaintance, that he’ had just engaged 
Jenny Lind to visit this country. 

“Jenny Lind? Is she a dancer?“ asked 
the conductor. 

The question chilled Barnum. He informed 
the conductor who and what Jenny Lind 
was, as his first step in educating the pub- 
lic, and he reafized that he could not have 
too much time for the work before him. 
“Really, thought I,” he wrote in his auto- 
biography, “if this is all that a man in the

He wrote a statement 
to the press, confirming the rumor that he 
| had engaged Jenny Lind. It was printed in 
all the New York newspapers for Febru- 
ary 22, 1850, and copied by newspapers in 
other cities. With a noble ee Barnum 
said to the public: 

“Perhaps I may not make any money by 
this enterprise; but I assure you that if 1 
knew I should not make a farthing profit, 1 
would ratify the engagement, so anxious am 
I that the United States should be visited 
by a lady whose vocal powers have never 
been approached by any other human being, 
and whose character charity, simplicity 
and goodness personified. 

“Miss Lind. has numerous better offers 
than the one she has accepted from me; 
but she hag great anxiety to visit America. 
She speaks of this country and its Institu- 
tions in the highest terms of praise, and as 
money is by no means the greatest induce- 
ment that can be laid before her, she is de- 
termined to visit us. 

In her engagement with me (which in- 
cludes Havana) she expressly reserves the 
right to give charitable concerts whenever 
she thinks profitable. Since her debut in 
England she has given to the poor from her 
own private purse more than the whole 
amount which I have engaged to pay her, 
and the proceeds of concerts for charitable 
purposes in Great Britain, where she has 
sung gratuitously, have realized more than 
ten times that amount.” 

It was this mention of Jenny Lind's char- 
ities, used casually but pointedly in every 
publicity notice Barnum wrote, that turned 
his speculation into a certain success. 

It ig proof of his sagacity as a showman 
that he utilized all sides of his materials, 
and even exploited as effectively as he did 
their main claims to fame, any incidental 
personal characteristics they might reveal. 
He not only exploited them thoroughly, but 
he also foresaw the possibilities of them, 
at least in the case of Jenny Lind. 

A few years later Barnum looked back 
upon his accomplishment and confessed: 
“I may as well state,” he wrote in his auto- 
biography, “that although I relied promi- 
nently upon Jenny Lind's reputation as a 
great musical artiste, I also took largely 
into my estimate of her success with all 
classes of the American public, her char- 
acter for extraordinary benevolence and 
generosity. Without this peculiarity in her 
disposition I never would have dared make 
the engagement which I did, as I felt sure 
that there were multitudes of individuals in 
America who would be prompted to attend 
her concerts by this feeling alone.” 

Jenny Lind arrived in New York in 
August, 1850. More than 30,000 persons 


were standing about the dock, according to.

all the newspapers of the day, and as Jenny 
Lind looked at them and listened to their 
clamorous greetings, she said with the 
proper intonation of surprise: “But have 
you no poor people, all these people are so 
well dressed!“ West street for a dozen 
blocks was thronged with people ready and 
anxious to make an enthusiastic holiday of 
her arrival. 

A large bower of green plants was dec- 
orated with flags, and two triumphal arches 
adorned the dock, the center of each arch 
bearing a large device: “Welcome, Jenny 
Lind! Was on the first; the second, sur- 
mounted by the American eagle, read “Wel- 
come to America!” 

Barnum had arranged for the building of 
these arches, but quietly, so chat the im- 
pression given to both Jenny Lind and the 
multitude was that of an official municipal 
greeting. 

Just before the steamer touched the dock 
some one suggested that a Swedish flag 
would not be out of place. None was to be 
found on such short notice, and the Ger- 
man flag was hurriedly hoisted as an effec- 
tive substitute. 

Cheering broke loose, and the 30,000 
swayed with excitement as the Atlantic 
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under others’ — and many were trampled 
but none killed. The Tribune reporter saw 
a man, “squeezed under the mass and hard-

On the dock Barnum had lined up some 
of his museum employees, and as Jenny Lind 
approached the carriage they threw bou- 
quets into it, making the public and news- 
papers believe that here was a spontane- 
ous tribute to a great popular favorite. 
Barnum Rode With Driver 

When the party was seated in his car- 
riage, Barnum mounted the box be- 
side the driver, because the people knew 
him, and “my presence on the outside of the 
carriage aided those who filled the windows 
and sidewalks along the whole route in 
coming to the conclusion that Jenny Lind 
had arrived.” 

It, may 6é, too, that he wanted to give 
those who had no opportunity to see his 
songstress something for their trouble;

Barnum; there’s Barnum.” The crowd 
pressed on after the carriage, and it was 
with difficulty that it reached the Irving 
House, where Barnum had engaged ronnis. 
Jenny Lind appeared several times at the 
window of the carriage and bowed to the 
people who were throwing flowers into it. 

It was a quarter to three o'clock before 
the party finally arrived at the Irving 
House, where more than 5000 persons had 
taken up places in an effort to catch a 
glimpse of Jenny Lind. The police cleared 
a passage, and she was able to proceed to 
her room, but the crowd would not go

The crowds continued outside the Irving 
House all day, and every time a shadow 
passed before Jenny Lind’s window, or 
what the crowd chose as her window, en- 
thusiastic cheers greeted it.

“When the attack came upon Harding in 
the night, the doctors no doubt gave a 
strong, quick-acting purge.

The island itself belongs to that group 
known as the Torres Straits Islands, direct- 
ly north of Queensland, volcanic fragments 
whose reefs and shoals stud the ninety 
miles of sea stretching from Cape York 
to New Guinea. 
islands took their name from the daring 
old Portuguese seaman, Torres, who first 
threaded his way through the dangerous 
labyrinth in 1606. 

in recent years valuable pearls have 
been found along the western and_north- 
ern coasts of Australia, as well as mother- 
of-pearl shells, and the Torres Strait has 
come in for its share of the fame. The 
shells are found in water from four to six 
fathoms deep, and usually are brought to 
the surface by Malay and Papuan divers, 
though modern dredging methods have 
been put into operation at certain places. 
Many of the islands are mere patches of 
sand and eoral, the tops of the Australian 
Cordilera, have been weathered 
down, while oth are up to fifty square 
miles in area. Only the larger ones are 
inhabited, the smaller being used for gar- 
den spots or pearling or fishing stations. 
Connoisseurs have estimated that some of 
the pearls found in the vicinity of these 
islands are among the clearest of the gems, 
and consequently very valuable.

“Here is another interesting Rem sus- 
gested from California. Over 30,000 
families in California are using goat's milk. 
| This means that 90,000 or 100,000 California 
children are drinking goat's milk. 

“We haven’t yet learned to appreciate 
goat’s milk as we should. The goat is a 
lowly and humble creature, not celebrated 
for the beauty. But it does give better milk 
tor children than does the cow. Goat's 
milk more nearly resembles mother’s milk; 
ft contains a larger amount of fat, milk 
sugar, and tissue salt. Four goats will give 
the same amount of milk as one cow; and 
you can keep seven goats on the feed re- 
quired for one cow. That is, you can pro- 
duce a quart of goat’s milk on four-sevenths 
the feed needed to produce one quart of 
cow’s milk. One cow produces far more 
milk than the average family needs; one 
goat could easily be kept by the average 
household, and would supply just about the 
right amount of milk for the family’s needs. 

“We ought to get better acquainted with 
this animal, which heretofore has had 80 
much fun poked at it. Watch the goat; it 
has a future.”

Dread Secret Societies 


N CONNECTION with the evil and mys- 

terious doings of sorcerers, I heard of the 
existence of a secret society called the 
Kaiva Kuku, the members of which assem- 
bled fully disguised in strange masks and 
cleaks, and went through secret ceremonies 
and ritual. Branches and agents of it ex- 
isted in every coastal village. I did not 
stay long enough in the Mekeo district to 
have any dealings with the Kaiva Kuku, 
but, from what I heard of the society whilst 
I was there, I believe that they were a set 
of blood-thirsty, terrorizing, and blackmail- 
ing scoundrels, badly needing stamping out. 
In later years, when Captain Barton was R. 
M. of the Division, I gave him my views 
about native secret societies, and the Kaiva 
Kuku in particular; but he held they might 
be a benevolent organization, created for 
the suppression of immorality and vice. My 
own opinion was that they were bad, and 
existed merely for the purpose of carrying 
out unnameable rites and beastliness, this 
being borne out by the history of all native 
races among which secret societies were 
established. 


Secret societies—to the extent of my 
experience—exist only in British New 
Guinea .west of Yule Island; and bestiality, 
human sacrifice and other abominable 
crimes, have never been heard of outside 
the regions in which such societies hold 
their sway. The natural inferénce, there- 


fore, ig that there is some connection be- 


tween them. 


One Sorcerer 3 Human Scare 

HE USUAL New Guinea sorcerers, in 
1 my experiences, kill their subjects by two 
methods; firstly, by material means, that is 
by administration of actual poison; second- 
ly, by esoteric means, that is, by working 
on the fear of the intended victim. The 
method of utilizing fear was worked in this 


way: the sorcerer sent a message to his 


intended victim, telling him that he had 
bewitched or poisoned him, thus so preying 
upon the mind of the unfortunate receiver 
of the threat as to cause him either to fret 
himself into a fever or commit suicide— 
usually the latter. In New Guinea the law 
warranted a magistrate’s sending any na- 
tive convicted of sorcery to jail for a term 
of six months. This was all very fine; but 
the sorcerer always overawed the witnesses 
by saying, “I may get six months, but then 
I shall be free again and you will pay.” 
Among the Binandere people on the Opi 
River were two distinct tribes speaking dif- 
ferent dialects. Tabe, the village constable 
of the lower tribe, who was quite one of the 
most intelligent of the natives, once gave 
me an instance of the manner in which the 
emotions will overcome the habits of order 
and control instilled into the Paupan. I 
sent him to arrest a noted sorcerer; afier a 
struggle, in which many men took part, he 
effected his object; then, securing all the 
sorcerer’s charms and drugs he placed 
them in a canoe, together with the sorcer- 
or, now securely tied up with native ropes. 
and started for the government station at 
Tamata. 


On. the way thither, among the chattels 
of the sorcerer, a small net was found into 
which was plaited twenty‘seven small pieces

He then made inquiries as to whether there 
were any others requiring his treatment; 
an inquiry which resulted in the immediate 
and hasty departure of several prominent 
sorcerers from the community. Proceeding 
to Samata, he surrendered himself on a 
charge of murder laid by himself, and in 
which the principal evidence was hig own 
statement. 


Poison Material and Mental 
ROM the point of view of a native con- 
stable, thoroughly believing in the ma- 
lighant power of the sorcerer,.and infuri- 
ated by the loss, or threatened loss of 


those dear to him, it is an injustice that. a 
sorcerer claiming occult powers of awful 


| description should be lightly punished, and 


then released to seek vengeance by the 
exercise of dreadful esoteric means. Should 
he not rather, he argues, be sought out and 
killed in a public, violent, and showy ‘man- 
ner, that would deter others from follow- 
ing in his footsteps? 

Absurd though sorcerers’ claims to suoh 
powers be, as the foregoing instance por- 
trays, yet sorcery or witchcraft on the 
northeast coast is no child's play, and the 
shadow of the fear of it is over the whole 
tribal life. Much of it, I am convinced, is 
due to the administration of poison, but 
a great deal more is effected by suggestion; 
and, to my mind, there is little difference 
in the measure of guilt of one who hits his 
enemy on the head with a club, and of him 
who secretly gives a poisonous drug and 


causes death by physical means, or of him 


again, who, by acting on a man’s fears, ad- 
ministers a moral poison to the mind and 


frightens his victim to death. 


Some sorcerers claim to possess the pow- 
er of sending forth their spirits to work 
evil during the dark watches of the night 
or while they slept. The Binandere people 
hold that the spirit of a sorcerer is the 
only really dangerous one, for though two 
other kinds of spirits exist, namely, “dev- 
ils” and ghosts of the dead, such ghosts 
and devils are innocuous; in fact Oia, a son 
of Bushimai’s, once told me that he consid- 
ered they served a useful purpose in fright- 
ening the women and children from stray- 
ing out of the village at night. Most New 
Guinea natives have a great dread of the 
dark; not so, however, the Binandere: a 
man of that tribe thinks nothing of trav- 
eling all night along lonely, unfrequented 
paths by forest, jungle, mountain or swamp, 
devil-haunted though he believes them fo 
be; whereas a Suau, Moutuan or al 


REMEMBER once an epidemic of meas- 

les breaking out at Paiwa on Cape Vogcl, 
and the cheerful sorcerers persuading the 
people that it would continue until a live 
man was cut open by them, which was ac- 
cordingly done. On another occasion, ät 
the back of Collingwood Bay, Oelrichs, who 
was then my Assistant Magistrate, heard 
of a case where they shovel lawyer vines, 
with thorns like fish hooks down the 
throats of some of the people, and then 
tore them up again. 

I caught the natives responsible for the 
cutting open of the man, really by a great 
streak of luck. The relatives of the mur- 
dered man had complained to me about the 
affair; but when I came with the police, | 
the whole of the people had run away 
from their villages to some bush refuge. We 
searched and we hunted, but no sign 
them could we find; until at last we fou 


a man crippled by elephantiasis, struggling 


along a track. When we caught him, he 
was without food and in a great fright, 
thinking that we should kill him; I ques- 
tioned him as to the whereabouts of his 
people, but could get no satisfaction. 


Then, telling the police to leave him a 
supply of cooked food, I gave him a stick 
of trade and aebaubau or native 
pipe, and marched on; a few minutes after 
we left him, we heard yells, and sending 
back I found he was willing to guide us 
the refuge of his people.

A Medical Utopia ; 


D* J. WALTER CARR, consulting physt- 
cian to the Royal Free Hospital, Lon- 
don, giving the annual oration of the Medi- 
cal Society, drew an alarming picture of 
what to.expect in a medical Utopia. Fol- 
lowing is from the London Daily Telegraph: 
“He pictured England under the despotic 
rule of the Ministry of Health, exercising a 
tenevolent autocracy, keeping its grip on 
the citizens from the antenatal period till 
the time when, at a ripe old age, his re- 
mains were hygienically disposed Of in the 
municipal crematorium. The young couple 
about to marry would have undergone a 
complete medical examination, and both 
would be provided with certificates of fit- 
. ess for matrimony. The expectant mother 
vould be received in the municipal mater- 
nity hospital, and would be required to take 
her infant every week to the infant clinic) 
until the child reached school age and was 
randed over to the school medical officer. 
Before be reached school age, however, ft 
would be necessary to consider what super- 
fluous parts of the organs it was desirable 
to remove. The appendix would be re- 
moved as a matter of routine, and Dr. Carr 
suggested that mankind would benefit by 
the complete removal of the entire colon, 
since they had the highest surgical and 
other authority for stating that owing to 
man’s most unfortunate assumption of the 
erect posture the large intestine tended to 
become responsible for many of the most 
serious and fatal diseases to which man 
was liable. Operations would also be made

than have to remove them one by one 
later on. 


“The greatest danger in a medical au- 


tccracy, he concluded, would be that of loss 
of freedom.

A 
redical despotism would be no exception 
to any other. It was not sufficient answer 
to say that medical government would be 
necessarily in the best interests of the 
governed. Health depends first and fore- 
most on obedience to law—moral w and 
physical law,’ he added tor they are of co 
equal importance, and in the long run noth- 
ing which is morally wrong can be physical- 
‘ly right.’”

Much of the 
country will never be cultivated, but there 
are large areas that can be cleared and 
turned into farms. 

In connection with a possible attack by 
the Russians of the future the army of Fin- 
land becomes very important. It has now 
about 27,000 men and is twice as large as 
it was in 1920. In addition is the Civil 
Guard, correspondng to our militia, which 
has 100,000 men.

A Talk With the Army 
Chief of Staff 

HAVE just had a chat with Gen. Enckel, 

the Chief of Staff of the Army, in his 
office at the War Department, as to how the 
Finns might defend their country in time of 
war. The General is one of the live, ener- 
getic young men of the Republic. Tall and 
straight and as lean as a rail, he does not 
weigh more than one hundred and thirty 
pounds. He looks to be about 35 
years of age, but as he was on the General 
Staff of the Russian Army before the war, 
and was chief of the military mission to 
Italy, I judge he is older. When the war 
closed he came to Finland, and he now 
leads the army. Im response to my ques- 
tions he said: a 

“On the whole’ 1 am satisfied with our 
progress. We had something of a military 
organization before the war, but in 1903 
the Russians began to de-nationalize Fin- 
land. They abolished our military schools, 
and from then until 1918 we had no military 
training. The Finns were not allowed to 
have any troops except those furnished by 
Russia, and it was only after we, assisted 
by the Germans, overcame the Red Rus- 
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sians and established our independence that 
we tried to build up a military force. We 
started it with the Finns who belonged to 
the old army of 1903, and we now have 
three divisions, each containing three bat- 
talions, a regiment of Field Artillery, and 
several companies of machine guns. We 
have two regiments of cavalry, a regiment 
of. technical troops, heavy artillery, a tank 
regiment and also a flying corps.”

6c] S YOUR army well trained?” I asked. 

think so. The Finns are natural sol- 
diers. They are sound and healthy. They 
learn quickly and obey well. They show a 
soldierly respect to their officers, and are 
contented. We could easily increase the 
army if we had the officers and equipment 
to do so. 5 

“Military service is compulsory. All are 
called to the colors at the age of seventeen, 
and after twenty the peace service period 
is eighteen months. After that the man 
goes into the reserves for five years, and 
can be called upon at any time until he 
reaches 45.” 

“How about winter training?” 

“That is an important feature of the 
service,” said General Enckel. “As you 


know our country is covered with lakes and 
streams, and the winter fighting would have

enemy in every way. This makes a small 
army effective. It can move lightly and go 
across the country, while the large army of 
invasion is limited to the roads in existence 
or to those it makes. In going over the 
morasses or through the forests it must 
move in small units which the small de- 
fensive army can wipe out.” 

Here the General showed me a military 
map of Finland with its 35,000 odd lakes 
and its swamps everywhere among which 
are many islands of trees. : 

“Our great danger,” continued Gen. Enc- 
kel, “is from the sea. We have an enor- 
mous coast line on the south and west, and 
there are many landing-places where a Rus- 
sian fleet might bombard our coast. We 
expect to improve our fortifications how- 
ever, and with the flying-machines and other 
changes in modern warfare, I feel that we 
are comparatively safe.”

“Our country 
is such that it would be difficult to march 
large armies across it. Most of Finland is 
all woods, streams, swamps, and lakes. The 
roads are comparatively few and an invad- 
ing army would have to cross streams at 
every few miles where there are ample 
means of ambush and of harassing the 


affairs. 


are glad to have a buffer state between 
them and the Russians. You will remember 
we had a dispute with Sweden over the 
Aland Islands and that by mutual agree- 
ment we referred this to the League of Na- 


tions. Both nations accepted its judgment 


and that act marked the first success of the 
League in averting war. 

“As to the Russians themselves,” contin- 
ued Gen. Enckel, “we have always been 
more or less independent of them. Finland 
did not belong ‘to Russia in the same way 
as the other. provinces ef that Empire. It 
was a Grand Duchy with its own constitu- 
tion and practical autonomy in its internal 
It had a nation! diet composed of 
the nobles,-clergy, burghers and peasants. 
Both sexes had the right to vote and in 
many ways we practically governed our- 
selves. As it is now, the chief powers of 
the world have recognized our independ- 
ence, and I feel that we have come“ to 1 
as a live, active force in the society of 
nations.“ 

In the meantime, Finland is growing in- 
dustrially and agriculturally. Much of the

Which Burn Wood ; 


SPENT a part of this week in Tammer- 

fors, one of the liveliest of the manyfac- 
turing centers. It is situated about one 
hundred and sixteen miles northwest of the 
capital and I went there by rail. I was 
about the only first-class passenger, al- 
though the second class was well filled 
The railroad is excellent and the service is 
good. The gauge is the same as that oi 
Russia, and the rolling-stock is made here 
in Finland. The stations are of wood 
painted white, with platforms of paved 
cobbles held in place by a coping of gran- 
ite. My ticket was printed in Finnish and 
Swedish, and all of the signg at the sta- 
tions were in these two languages. Our 
locomotive ed wood, and at every stop 
we found wood piled up for the trains. 

Finland has a good railway system. 
Nearly every town can be reached in that 
way, the roads being laid out with a view 
to the development of the country. The 
railways aré owned by the state. They are 


economically operated and they bring in 


about one-fourth of the national revenues. 
The railway stations are good. Nearly 
every one has its restaurants and connected 


with them are little stores for selling news- 


papers and books. The local industries are 
often displayed at the depots, each having 
a sort of museum as it were, advertising 
the community. 


The food in the restaurants is good and 


cheap. One is expected to help himself at 
the counter. Tea is served in glasses just 
as in Russia, and coffee in cups. Cream 18 


supplied from a pitcher that stands on the 


counter. The man who wants some in his 


coffee or tea takes as much as he pleases. 


My last lunch consisted of a sandwich and 
some rolls, cdkes and coffee and the whole 
cost a nickel. 


The bread and butter here is especially 
good. Finland is noted for its butter, and 
its dairy industry is growing. A great deal 
of butter is shipped from here to Denmark 
and thence to England as Danish butter. 
The chief butter-exporting city ig Hango 
at the southwestern end of the peninsula 
where there are many large creameries. 
Much of the cream is frozen into a mush 
in which state the farmers ship it to Hango 
by rail. Most of the dairy business is co- 
operative, and this feature of farm 45 
try is rapidly growing. 

Tammertors is the Manchester of Fin- 
land. It is a textile center having large 
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- white women in Jesselton, and none are on

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N 1921, almost 1,200,000 acres were plant 
ed to barley in California with an average 
vield of twenty-five bushels per acre, plac- 

ing it as the leading cereal crop in this 
Staté. Its production is confined almost 
entirely to the dry-farming regions an-l 
thrives best in a warm dry climate, where 
rich fertile well-drained sandytoam soil 
is prevalent. 

Keeping the land free from 3 
during a fallow season is a common form 
It is an effective means 
for maintaining the crop-producing power 


of grain land. Where land has a valuation 


of more than $100 an acre, greater crops 
must be produced in order to avoid red ink. 

The fallow system of crop rotation ts ex. 
pensive where land is high priced. Beans. 
are therefore commonly grown in the rota- 
tion. The usual plan is to grow beans for 
two or three years and then to plant cereal 
crops for two or three years, reverting again 
to beans. The beana serve to enrich the 
soll in nitrogen, an element needed for 
cereal crop growth, and the rotation also 
serves to keep in check weeds and cereal 
diseases such as smuts.

He secured twenty-three sacks 
an acre from the Mariout, and cighteen 
sacks from the common, a gain of five sacks 
mracre. The better adaptation of Mariout 
ta that region increased his total yield for 
the ninety acres by 450 sacks.

Npanish American institute out at Gardena 
ie lighting the future of Mexican prosperity.

The institute started in 1913 with ten

Classes, and some of the boys have entered 
high schools, while others, owing to the 
specialized vocatsonal training received, are 
earning good wages in responsible pos- 
tions. 

The success of the enterprise is demon. 
strated, moreover, by the steady growth of 
the institute Supported by contributions 
from interested patrons both within and 
outside the Methodist Church, the school 
now has a capacity of 100 students aad its 
progressing rapidly toward an immediate 
goal of 200 ‘The third dormitory § is in 
process of construction this summer. The 
printing press, laboratory and shop are 
models of modern equipment. A radio re 
laving station is being installed. Twelve 
acres are pow bein® used for production, 
and the dairy aud poultry activities are 
growing to keep abreast of the school’s re- 
quirements. 

The cost to each boy, or to the parents 
of the boy, for attending the school, board 
and lodging, is $10 per month. Obviously 
this amount hardly pays for the board. The 
boys help ort on their expenses by doing 
the rardening and farming, taking care of 
the live stock and performing other work 
about the premises. 

The age of the boys ranges from 12 to 
1k years. Besides receiving the usual 
frammar-schoo) education, they are given 
a three-year commercial course in printing, 
and vocational training] in agriculture and 
manual trades, 

The two most important vocations taught 
in the school are printing and agriculture. 
The courses equip the students to engage 
at once, upon being graduated, in_business

or enterprises in these two fields. The 
young printers are able to secure jobs in 
los Angeles, during vacations or upon 
graduation, that often start them out at 
wages as high as §32 per week. The younx 
ranchers are ready to take responsible po 
sitions in all lines of agricultural work. The 


high standards of efficiency set by the 


school enable the faculty to graduate their 
pupils into waiting positions, if such are 
desired. 

Both printing and agriculture contribute 
to the support of the institute. The print- 
ing press docs job work for customers in 
all parts of Sontherna California. Last year 


it did a gross business of $6000 to $7000. 


Reports and other printed matter for the 
school, and a monthly magazine called 
The Mexican Hoy. are supported by the 
outside business of the press. A _ consid- 
erable profit is earned by the press every 
year. ‘The net income from the farm last 
year was $2305.05. This was distributed 
u mon garden and field products, milk and 


‘poultry products. 


The story of the farm is well told by Kol 
fanio Gomez, the agricultural writer in The 
Mexico Boy. Toward the 
year be wrote: 

“In the history of the Spanish-American 
Institute, the printshop bas received all the 
credit; but this year the Agricultaral De- 
partment will be its greatesi rival. At the 
head of the Agricultural Department we 
have a graduate of Oregon Agricultural Col.

Orange county dairymen is a firm believer 
in the theory that better cattle mean great- 
er profits, and this conclusion has been ar- 
rived at from both observation and practical 
experience. While he has been engaged in 
dairying but two years, he has been an en- 
thusiastic booster and admirer of good ilve 
stock as long as he can remember. The 
first fifteen years of his life were spent on 
his uncle’s cattle ranch at Tehachapi where 
he learned something of the practical side 
of the live-stock industry. The next four- 
teen years were spent in the banking busi 
ness, except for one year in service during 
the war. | 
During all this time, however, Mr. Rice 
still nurtured a desire to break away from 
tlie city and lead an outdoor life. His op 
portunity finally came two years ago and 
he embarked in the dairy business at Santa 
Ana.

On the other hand, between two pure- 
bred cows of the same breeding, type and 
appearance, there will be a difference in 
production, but not so great as in the case 
of grade cows. Tie natural and correct 
conclusion is that cows of known ancestry 
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(purebred) that have been bred up for 


or inferior cells makes the probability of 
more superior offspring and less of the in- 
ferior. By the elimination of the grade 
element in both the sire and the dam, how- 
ever, we can expect the offspring to dupli- 
eate, if not better the production of the 


dam, depending to a great extent on the 


production behind both the sire and the 
dam in this line of ancestry. 

While the high-producing cow may eat 
a little more feed than the low-producing 
cow, as she has greuter capacity, it takes 
fewer cows and fewer milkers to produce 
the same amount of milk and butter in the 
ase of the heavy producers, thereby tak- 
ing less abor and less investment to pro- 
duce the same amount of milk. Mr. Rice 
believes that this is the common-sense way 
of looking at the problem, and besides he 
naturally takes more pride in owning the 
cows with superior production and is look- 
ing forward to the time when every cow 
in his herd will be a purebred with an ex- 
ceHent record for both milk and butter 
fat.

petitioned the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission for reductions, asserting that refrig- 
erator car rates from California to inter- 
state points are unreasofable and exces 
sive. The petition is based upon the opin- 
tons among big shippers here that the rail- 
roads should make a reduction conformable 
to the reduced prices received by the pro- 
ducers for their fruit and the high cost of 
production. It is held that the rate should 
mot be more than $1.15 per 100 pounds, 
which was the rate in effect before the 
war. Ide present rates are said to be 
more than 50 per cent higher than those 
prevailing June 24, 1918. The peak of rate 

was reached in the summer of 
1920. In spite of a reduction made January 
1, 1922, the present rates are said to wor 
a hardship on the growers. They are $1.74 
to distant 14 and $1.62 to near — 
for each 100 pounds of fruit. 


TO FIGHT RED SPIDER 
. VISALIA.—Considerable damage to prune 
and other deciduous trees may be expected 
locally this fall from red spider, according 
to Farm Adviser C. M. Conner of Tulare 
county. Brown mites also have appeared in 
some cases to such an extent that spraying 
will be necessary to correct the trouble. Mr. 
Conner reports that the cool June consider- 
ably handicapped measures for red spider 
control through use of dry sulphur, which 
leads him to believe that August and Sep- 
tember may see some damage to the trees. 
To counteract this pest he advises a heavy 
dusting with sulphur as ‘soon as possible, | 
with a second application in ten days later 
than the first, with care in covering all 
parts of the tree where red spider may be 
found. In the event the infestation is bad, 
Mr. Conner says a liquid spray of one and 
one-half gallons of lime sulphur and 100 
gallons of water Pag a spreader ‘should be 
applied, except in the case of peaches. 
when the weather is hot. Sprays should 
be repeated in about fifteen days. He be- 
lieves that three pounds of lead * X.

The dry-farmed bean- 
growing districts, where the soil moisture 
conditions at planting time were poor, are 
still showing up well, although the growers 
in this district do not expect a normal crop. 


OTHER VARIETIES READY 


HEMET .—Part of the early peach crop in 
this valley is being canned locally by the 
Golden State Canneries, the remainder be- 
ing shipped to the Riverside canneries by 
the California Growers’ association. The 
Tuscan pack is about finished, and HAbertas. 
Muirs and Lovells are now coming in. 
These will be followed by Phillipe-cling and 
other late varieties. 


SHORT PEACH, YIELD 

SAN BERNARDINO.—Although the San 
Bernardino county peach crop for 1923 is 
about 55 per cent of normal, the growers will 
profit from it, according to San Bernardino 
County Farm Adviser H. J. Wilder, who says 
that the light crop has obviated the need 
of the- usual heavy thinning and assured 
larger fruit. Early peaches sold in Los An- 
geles by local growers brought as high as 
5 cents a pound. Canneries now operat- 
ing in Chino have not set a price. A few 
éarly varieties picked in the Yucaipa Val- 
ley about the middle of July brought good 
returns to growers. Yucaipa canneries are 
now offering from $30 to $50 a ton. The

At the dry howe und yarde ot the an- 
ning Drying Company, a co-operative ass 
ciation of growers, General Manager Ellis 
recently cleaned up the last run of ‘cots for 
the season. Later the plant will be opened 
again to dry the prunes of the same asso- 
elation. This company ran their plant to 
only about half capacity on ‘cots; drying 
out about 15 tons. . 

As fast as the growers deliver their fruit, 
it is cut, spread on the trays, run into the 
sulphuring house and sulphured. After- 
wards each lot of fruit is spread in the 
yard separate with the grower’s name on 
a card tacked to some . This card 
foliows the batch of fruit through to the 
packing-house. 

It takes from five to eight pounds of ripe 
fruit to make one pound of dry. The com- 
mon saying is that the fruit is running. 
“from 5 to 1.“ or “7 to 1,” that is, that five | 
pounds of ripe fruit is making one pound 
of dry. As the pits in all ‘cots are of about 
the same size and weight, the larger the 
‘cots the less number it will take to dry 
out a pound. 

From the dry trays, the fruit ls trans- 
ferred into other trays of a larger capacity, 
which are run into the yard warehouse 
stacked in bins. Each bin holds a separate 
lot of dried fruit from some grower. The 
fruit remains stacked in the bins to cure 
for about three weeks. Then it is sent to

ue Unchanging Equation 


OST things pertaining to the industries 


of the soil are variable—farming meth- | 


ods, crop conditions, country environments, 
and markets are factors that change. But 
there is an unchanging, immutable thing, 
and that is the American farmer himeelf. 
Not that he is unamenable to the new re- 
quirements of agriculture; but he main- 
tains, a standard of life independent of his 
„ Trotession. Unlike the producer abroad, the 
American farmer will not submit to peasan- 
try. 

The grand fact that distinguishes America 
from the old countries is the original im- 
pulse to grade life apart from its indus- 
trial affiliations. With the farmer this 
amounts to a declaration of living standards 
equal to those of the manufacturer or the 
city merchant. He will not grade down to 
rural cheapness and crudity because his 
products fail to make as good a return as 


the products of his city cousins. If the in-| . 


come becomes inadequate to the living 
etandard, the farmer does one of two things 
—either he borrows money, or he goes into 
another business. 


Two great movements have avers been 
discernible in the United States. Senti- 
ment and psychology have entered into both 
of them, probably more into back-to-the-land 
than into the opposite migration to the 
city. The established farmer, however, 
rarely quits the farm for the city unless de- 
_¢reasing returns threaten his living stand- 
ard. This has been happening since the 
war. Readjustments are beginning to 
smooth out the situation in part. But the 
farm exodus is likely to continue until fur- 
ther organization of food producers places 


them on an equal marketing basis with ; 


the producers of manufactured products.

E 1923 California dried-fruit market

Had the individual Califor- 
nia grower fully appreciated the direct ia- 
fluence upon the prices he receives for his 
crops—-whether he exports or not—of ade- 
quately maintaining and increasing his for- 
eign markets; together with the unparal- 
leled strength of his position in the export 
field, and the economic ease with which it 
is possible for him.to there create volume of 
increased — nsumption for his products; he, 
in the writer's opinion, would have ageres- 
sively and systematically developed them.

have been in great part, if not entirely, re- 
lieved; the canned-fruit market, like Oliver 
Twist, would have been hungry for more, 
instead of suffering from an undigested 
surplus. and fresh-fruit markets would have 
been placed on a far more profitable and 
stable basis. 

Overseas exports of California fresh fruits 
have in the past remained in great degree 
undeveloped. The export demand for dried 
and canned fruits has proven the dominat- 
ing factor in making prices to the grower 
for his crops, even in face of the overwhelm- 
ing importance of domestic markets and 
consumption. 

MARKET IN EUROPE 

In 1923 (the last prewar normal year.) 
Europe comsumed over 80 per cent of the 
total United States dried-fruit exports; in 
1921 (the first postwar “normal” year, with 
Germany once again in the market,) 75 per 


Of these problems none are of greater 
importance than those relating to educa 
tional needs. Since the solution of prob- 
lems of primary and secondary education 
are functions of comparatively small politi- 
cal units, there is no particular necessity 
for worry concerning the situation. As the 
needs become apparent, voters take meas- 
ures to meet them. 

PRESENT NEEDS 

With reference to the needs in higher 
education, however, especially as they re- 
late to university education, the situation 
is vastly different. The en.inent necessity 
of intelligent planning looking toward the 
future and the provision for higher educa 
tional facilities sufficient to meet conditions 


andj as they will exist twenty years hence is al- 
‘ready becoming apparent. That intelligent 


planning to meet future needs is the best 
method of avoiding costly mistakes and 
conditions which may be impossible of rem- 
edy is reflected in the attention now being 
given to community planning, city planning, 
county planning and regional planning. 

Recognizing the importance of looking 
ahead to the future needs of higher educa: 
tion along agricultural lines, the farm bu 
reaus in Southern California counties as a 
regional group, have r tly provided for 
the appointment of an infercounty commi'- 
tee for the purpose of planning for a branch 
of the State college of agriculture to be 
located in Southern California. 

THE OPPORTUNITY PRESENTED 

Although the need for an agricultural in- 
stitution of collegiate grade in Southern 
California has long been recognized, the 


movement looking toward the securing of 


such an institution has been given a decided 
impetus within the past three years by the 
action of the State Legislature converting 
the Los Angeles Normal School into the 
southern branch of the University of Call- 
fornia. The movement has received a still 
further stimulation within the past year by 
the announcement of the board of regents 
of the University of California to the effect 
that, providing the State Legislature made 
the funds available, provision would be 
made for the third year of instruction work 
at this institution. 

Subsequent to this announcement, the 
Governor and the Legislature have provided 
the funds for installing the third year at 
the southern branch, This announcement 
is taken to mean that in effect a full four- 
year course of instruction at a branch of the 
State university will be available to South- 
ern California citizens within the next year, 
making it unnecessary for students desir- 
ing an education at a State university to 
go to Berkeley. 

The realization of the fact that at last 
Sputhern California has in effect a State 
university of her own, renders it extremely 
important that in the formative period for 


the new institution, provision be made for | 


the various colleges which eventually should 
be developed to meet the many and various 
needs of this part of the State.
